dulging in alcoholic stimulants. 


IHehl is a young man, still in the 


twenties, and is considered a mode, 
prisoner at the 
penitentiary.

was sent up to serve a life sentence 
for second degree murder.

Quite a few of those involved were 
sent to the Ohio State Reformatory, 
and several to this institution, but all 
have been released by parole or oth- 
erwise, except these two. 
Timmons' 


sentenced was commuted from 15 
years to 7}4 years, which will cause 
his term to expire in November of 
next year, he having been convicted 
of manslaughter. 


"Diehl has been a. member of th-' 


honor squads s'.nce March 19, 1913. 
when he was sent to the feeble- 
minded farm at Orient, O., without 
guard.

If public feeling against Leo Frank 


at the time of his trial for murder 
at Atlanta was so g.'eat that the 
judge presiding considered it advis- 
able for the defendant to remain out 
of court when the verdict was ren- 
dered, he ought to have been tried 
in another vicinage. 
The trial court 


erred in not ordering a change of 
venue on its own motion; or, if pop- 
ular hostility only became manifest 
after it had begun, the trial should 
have been suspended and the defend- 
ant been given a fairer chance in 
another jurisdiction.

of the defendant's counsel in failing 
to make a proper motion as required 
by the circumstances, or in making 
it too late, r^hould not have counted 
against a prisoner on trial for his 
iife.

Paris, Dec. 31.—An address 
de- 


livered by Crown Prince Alexander 
of Servia, commander in chief of the 
Servian army to his troops is given 
in a dispatch from Xish to the Havas 
agency. 


"Five months have passed since 


the enemy 
attacked 
our beloved 


country," said the crown, prince. "Al- 
though we had been tried by 
two 


glorious but difficult wars, we await- 
ed the attack manfully and heroical- 
ly. After having defeated the enemy 
once at Tser and Jedar we have by 
bloody and glorious combats deliv- 
ered a blow harder than any they 
have inflicted on us to the present. 
Thousands of prisoners, hundreds ot 
cannon, and immense amounts 
of 


booty which we have captured bear 
witness to the enemy's defeat 
and 


our glory. 


"Soldiers, I am proud, to announce 


that no one of the enemy is now on 
Servian territory. We have expelled 
him and put him to flight. 


"In this solemn moment when up- 


on our proud Belgrade the flag of 
victorious Servia flies, I desire beiure 
all to 
give 
recognition 
to 
your 


valor.' 


The prince then eulogized his men 


comparing them with the 'ancient 
heroes who brought glory to Servian 
arms.

The indictment admits that 
RadovanovK. crce withdrew his con- 
fession damning the 
Prince,

withdrawal however was not made 
bona fide. Radovanovic had written 
a letter to Trifkovic i" which he 
promised to withdraw that part of 
his confession which was damning 
to the Prince if in return the latter 
would pay 
SO,000 
Florins to 
his, 


family.

letter in an open court hearing as 
his own.
